No wonder the number of deaths among in- 
fants under one year old has dropped from 162 
per thousand in 1900 to 29 per thousand in

medical science in the infant’s armor against 
disease -the anti-polio vaccine developed by 
Dr. Jonas E. Salk on March of Dimes funds. 

Too many parents do rot know that even 
the tiniest tots may be stricken with paralyse 
polio. Nothing is more pitiful than to see a 
baby bereft of the power of motion, encased in 
an iron lung before he has even learned to 
walk Until three years ago there was little we 
could do to prevent it.

to come from? 

Some of it will < ome from depreciation 
reserves— sums sc t a ’ to cover the cost of 
replacing facilities that arc wearing out. But, 
in this era of inflation, these reserves are prov- 
ing more and more inadequate. 

Some will come from borrowing. But there 
is a limit to the amount of money that any 
company can or should borrow. rr oo heavy a 
debt — against an enterprise or an irdividual 
is a depressant, not a spur to progress 

There is one source of new mo-.ey left. 
It is found in the profits a company is able to 
earn. In the past, oil companies like other 
companies, have relied heavily on profits to 
finance growth. Only a part— in some cases a 
relatively small part— of earnings has gone to 
the owners. The rest has been ploughed back 
into the business. 

Profits and progress, in other words, are 
inseparable. Profits make jobs and opportuni- 
ties That fact was thoroughly understood by 
one of the greatest labor leaders the world has 
known— Samuel Gompers. Years ago he said: 
•The worst crime against working people is 
the company which fails to operate at a profit. 




7 Boys, 12 Girls Have Helped 
"Paint-up" County Churches

In spite of this rain-filled summer, the weath- 
er la always fair at Dilce Combs High School, 
where 19 good Friends havs gotten together. 

At least the laughter of hoys and girls emit- 
ting above the rattle of pots and pans In the 
school cafeteria about dinner time every day 
would indicate that all la fair for the working 
visitors to Perry County 

The high school seniors and college students 
from 12 states now living at Dilce Combs are 
members bf the American Friends Service Com- 
mittee, a group originated by the Quakers that 
puts Quaker ideals of loving their fellow men into 
practical application by setting up camps in areas 
where there is work of a public service nature 
to be done. 

The Friends, seven boys and 12 girls, plus 
counselors and camp director Ed Salisbury and 
his family, represent Maine. Oregon. Iowa. Pen- 
nsylvania, Ohio, North Carolina, Florida Massa- 
chusetts Connecticut. California, New York, and 
one camper. Miss Ute Theil, Is from Nuremburg, 
Germany. 

Full Day* of Labor 

Unlike most summer youth camps, these boys 
and girls are here to work, and they pay their 
own expenses for the priviledge. They put in full 
days and weeks of labor, just like any wage earn- 
er So far. they have painted the Comette Hill. 
Glomawr and Fourseam schools, helped install a 
new playground, set up independent recreation 
programs at Lothair and Glomawr, as well as aid 
the city with its thriving recreation program 

Boys and girls work side by side, painting 
shoveling and playing with children. 

In the four vehicles the Friends have at their 
disposal, they embark each morning in groups 
of four to eight for the day’s labor All but three, 
that is, the sad-faced three who remain at the 
school building all day for K P duty, washing and 
ironing and other domestic chores that must be 
taken care of promptly in any well-organized 
home. 

The kids carry sandwiches for lunch, and 
are their own disciplinarians when it comes to 
staying at the job until quitting time. 

Luxuries Are Few 

The $135 they pay to come to camp by no 
means pays for any luxuries Dike Combs School 
is a fine building but classrooms weren’t made 
for bedrooms, and the canvas cots and sleeping 
bags are a far cry from the innerspring mattresses 
at home. The girls have taken over the second 
floor of the school, and the boys inhabit a class- 
room on the first floor. 

Weekends are made fun and worthwhile for 
the Friends, who, no doubt found Eastern Ken- 
tucky strange and interesting in many respects. 
One weekend with sleeping bags and tooth brushes 
in hand, the whole bunch set out for Cumberland 
Falls and camped there for a night, taking in all 
the lush scenery of that state park. They have 
also made pilgramages to Berea for the outdoor 
drama. “Wilderness Road,” and to Hindman. Leath- 
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Friends Armit Chapman, Ron Spark and 
Ann Miller slave in the kitchen.

Service 

Group It Also Sorious 

But all is not light-hearted work or jovial 
camping with the youthful Friends When a speak- 
er came to the school to talk about juvenile del- 
inquency, the group exhibited more than adult 
interest in the subject, and contributed very 
seriously to the discussion Other round-table 
discussions on topics such as Russia and Pacficism 
also caught the Friend’s interest.

to keep the camp well-coordinated The group 
holds business meetings on Sunday nights to plan 
the week's projects, assign duties and discuss the 
general state of affaire in camp The campers 
make their own rules that govern their eonduet 
at home and at work, and submit a periodical 
progress report to the central Friend’* office in 
Philadelphia. 

Widespread Organization 

The first Friend’s group was organized in 
this country in 1917 to go to Europe and help re- 
build what war had destroyed. Today, there are 
five high school camps similar to the one in this 
county, throe college work camps, including one 
in Alaska, and other work opportunities for young 
people sponsored by the same organization 

Deeds of Juvenile delinquencies get much 
space in newspapers, and for some this may be 
the “Beat Generation.” But the attitude of the 
young Friends ' toward this modem world and 
their practical, positive approach toward curing 
social ills is something adults might well observe 
and loam from. 

The Friends will end seven weeks of bene- 
volence to Perry County when they depart next 
Friday. The Kings’ English is limited when it 
comes to expressing gratitude, so a simple “thank 
you” must suffice as we bid two dozen gracious 
people goodby.
